ON THE FARM

Fruit should ho handled much a* egg* 
are handled. It will not break as readily 
a-< eggs. but It will bruise and depreciate 
through rough usage and this results in 
loss. 

* 

The cow, If well fed, may be milked un- 
til six or eight weeks of the time for calv- 
ing, or even up to It If necccssary, but It 
is better to allow several weeks for the 
cow to get Into condition for producing a 
large flow of milk when she calves. 

A tablespoonful of saltpeter just after 
dropping her calf is good for a cow, to 
prevent parturient fever or swelling of 
t he hag. This Is the remedy prescribed 
bv an old farmer, who has used it thirty- 
years with unvarying success. 

Autumn pruning strengthens growth 
and Invigorates old trees, if properly done. 
Cut back decaying branches, thin out tie 
others and the fruit will be much larger 
and of tine flavor. This is particularly 
true of peach tees. 

I f farmers would copy methods of big 
corporations they would make more 
money. Our methods all around are prim- 
itive ami faulty. We do not make the 1 
most out of our conditions. Many of ns 
buy peaches when we could just as well 
grow a full home supply and have some 
to market every fruitful year. 

l’eaches and musk melons may be con- 
sidered luxuries, yet they are wholesome 
and healthful food, the right kind lu warm 
weather to make a balanced ration with 
heavier foods. But we could have a 
dozen or more luxuries in the food line it 
we ouly would lake the trouble to grow 
them. It seems ridiculous for farmers t* 
buy canned peaches and tomatoes when 
they could easily have an abundant supply 
and to spare of their own at almost no 
extra cost. 

Some people make a dreadful fuss about 
the poor moulting hen while this moulting 
process Is just as natural as It Is for a hen 
to live and breathe and no more critica 
than the laying stunt, provided the hens 
are fed enough to keep up the waste of 
the body and at the same time manufacture 
the new feathers, says the Field and Farm. 
The sooner the feathers are grown tin 
sooner the eggs will come and to hurry 
them along as fast as possible the fowls 
should be fed liberally. Give them all 
the mash they w ill eat and a good ftediug 
of grain at night. 

A nice flock of ducks increases the 
profits on the farm every year. The eggs 
cau be sold in the spring at good prices, 
for setting, and there Is always a good 
sale for feathers. 

They are much less trouble than chick- 
ens or turkeys because they seldom die 
from any kind of disease. Ducks will al- 
ways take care of themselves after they 
have been hatched a short time As soon 
as the ducka are large enough to eat, 
sprinkle thick curd In their boxes. Shal- 
low vessels should be used for watering. 

For late summer or fall seeding of al- 
falfa, rye, wheat, vetch and other small 
seeds, the ground should be plowed as 
soon as possible. If harrowing, rolling 
or discing will have any effect the plowed 
ground should then be surface worked 
to mak*- It tine to hold what moisture is 
present. If the plowed ground is too dry 
and cloddy to be worked immediately J 
after plowing, wait for the flrst good 
shower, and then go onto it and work It 
down as soon as possible to a tine and 
i smooth condition. Do not wait for more 
raiu to pack the soil. 

Many parents are workiug hard aud lay- 
ing up money for their sous’ education. 
They expect to send them aw ay for 
knowledge when they grow older. Not 
much attempt Is made to Improve them 
mentally while they are young, Such is 
a mistake. Do not worry about what you 
will do for the farm boy when he is 18 t | 
but rather be much concerned w hat you 
are daily doing for a farm boy of 8. He 
can well take care of himself at 18, aud at 
that age w hat you tell hlin goes through 
his head like w ater otf a ducks hack, but 
while he is young and omtlding, your 
words are wisdom to him like a man to a

Nickel In Soapmaking, 
it will probably be news to the av- 
erage nhlutlonlat that the metal nickel 
Is used In making his sonp. And fur- 
ther, perhaps, he will be glad to learn 
that nlttumgh the nickel, finely ground. 
Is mixed with the other soap 1njrr<W 
ents, the finished product contains none 
of It. This Is so liecnnse the nickel 
acts as what the chemists call a rntn- 
lyst— that it. Its presence causes cer- 
tain desirable chnnren to oecnr. al- 
though It tnkes no part In the chemlcnl 
renction. Offensive oils and those too 
thin for satisfactory nse. when mixed 
with finely divided nickel and subjected 
to the action of a current of hydrogen, 
become deodorised and harder and suit- 
able for the soap maker's use. Cotton- 
seed oil, for example, after the nickel- 
hydrogen treatment, makes a satisfac- 
tory soap.— New Tort Post.

Colon, C. Z. — If you wish to hear 
“language," Just say "Cucaracha" to 
one of tho engineers engaged In build- 
ing the central division of the Panama 
canal. 

Cucaracha In Spanish means a 
cockroach. In the Canal Zone It 
means the greatest of tho numerous 
alldea that have made the completion 
of the Culebra cut so different and bo 
expensive. Why that slide was named 
the cockroach I could not discover. 
Certainly even the Panamanian cock- 
roach la not bo large, and he moves 
much more swiftly. 

Before the first French company 
quit operations In 1889 the Cucaracha 
began to slide, and It first gave the 
Americans trouble in 1905, the second 
year of their work on the canal. Be- 
tween then and July 1, 1912, nearly 
3,000,000 cubic yards of material was 
removed from the canal because of 
It The slide had broken nearly 1,900 
feet from the axis of tho canal, and 
covered an area of 47 acres. Last fall 
the engineers were congratulating 
themselves ou having the cockroach 
stopped, but in January It started 
moving again, and nearly covered the 
bottom of the cut. 

"What is going to be the cost of 
that slide to the United States?" I 
asked Colonel Ooethals as we stood at 
the edge of the Culebra cut and look- 
ed across the chasm to where the 
Bteam shovels and hundreds of men 
were laboring to remove the vast 
mass of earth and rock. 

"Well,” the chief engineer replied, “our 
estimate 1 b that by the time it Is all 
cleared up It will have required tho 
expenditure of about $5,000,000 more 
than the cut would have cost if the 
slldo had not occurred. It Is Btill mov- 
ing, and has broken so far back that

now we are shoveling the crest away 
from the canal in order to relieve the 
pressure from above. Before the move- 
ment la January began tho excuvation 
in the cut at that point had been 
carried to within 15 feet of the canal 
bottom. Digging out that 15 feet of 
material removed the support of the 
Cucaracha, and down it came. If we 
could have turned In the water and 
taken out tho 15 feet with dredges, 1 
think the pressure of the water would 
have done much to prevent the slide.” 

"What of the future?" I asked. "1 b 
there any danger of slides occurring 
after the canal la opened?” 

"Absolutely none, I believe," he an- 
swered. “When the excavating and 
dynamiting have ceased and the wa- 
ter is In, it will be quite safe. We 
have the slides and breaks mapped 
out as far hack as there is any indi- 
cation of their extending, and are 
working back to those lines. It Is 
merely a matter of persistency and pa- 
tience." 

"When will tbe water be let into 
the cut?" 

In October," replied Colonel Goe- 
thals. "But there will he no celebra- 
tion over the event. That one in Jan- 
uary, 1915, is giving us enough worry, 
and we don't forget the premature and 
ridiculous celebration by Ferdinand de 
Lesseps many years ago. We will juBt 
turn the water in — that's all. Then wo 
can complete the excavation there 
with suction dr*-dges. which will do 
the work cheaply and rapidly.” 

"And when will boats he passing 
through the canal?" 

"That 1 caunot bay, but the sooner 
the better, for the operating crews 
must he properly trained before that 
January celebration. 1 wouldn't have 
an accident occur for anything, if we 
cannot have commercial u sai ls going 
through before then, 1 bhall ask tbe 
government to send naval vessels 
tbrougb, so the operating forces can 
set the experience. Anyhow. 1 went 
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to see the canal opened to commerce 
as soon as possible^ for It Is revenue 
1 am after.” 

Another day I stood with Col. D. D. 
O&lllard, the engineer of the central 
division, outside his office In Empire, 
and watched hlB army laboring In the 
cut, the completion of which has 
been his biggest task and greatest 
glory. Right at our feet a big area 
had sunk down 70 feet In a night, and 
If there had not been warnings of the 
break a wing of the colonel’s office 
building would have gone down with 
It. "We had Just tlmo to remove that 
wing," said he, "and my office force Is 
rather nervous now, for there are 
three big crackB under tho main build- 
ing. I expect It, loo, will have to bo 
torn down very soon. 

"These Blldes used to make us rath- 
er despondent, for it seemed as If they 
never would stop, but tho progress 
we are making this year has cheered 
up the operating forces again, and 
we can see tho end of the task. Tho 
slide and the break are quite differ- 
ent. In the former tho earth slides 
at an angle down a sloping face of 
rock, and In the latter the mass sinks 
straight down and at tho bottom 
bulges out into the channel. Along 
both sides of the cut you can see nu- 
merous small slides and breaks. Those 
are In pockets in the rock wall, and, 
annoying as they are, they only need 
cleaning out. Tho Cucaracha started 
as a slide and now it is both a slldo 
and a break. 

"Incidentally, that cut should bo a 
great placo for geologists. I have 
found in It every kind of rock except 
granite, and many Interesting fossils 
and petrification have been discover- 
ed there. In one stratum through 
which we cut there were found a great 
number of teeth of prehistoric varie- 
ties of sharks.” 

"What is your opinion concerning 
the date when the canal will be ready 
for commerce?" I asked. 

"If I had my say," said the colonel 
emphatically, "not a commercial ves- 
sel would be allowed In tbe cunal un- 
til it is absolutely complete down to 
the smallest detail. In some of the 
many safety devices were not In op- 
eration and an accident Bhould result, 
the cunal would get a black eye from 
which It might not recover for a long 
time. Officially, the time for tho com- 
pletion of the canal Is still January 
1, 1915. It may be done before that 
date, but in March of this year there 
was still about $50,000,000 worth of 
work ahead of us. 

"We who have been digging the 
canal and are Btill here in positions of 
responsibility — I mean the members 
of the Isthmian canal commission — 
are rather fearful concerning that part 
of the Adamson bill which permltB 
the president to dissolve the commis- 
sion whenever In his Judgment the 
canal is near enough to completion. 
We feel that It would bo extremely 
unjust not to allow us to remain ‘on 
the Job' until after the graud formal 
opening lu January, 1915. It would be 
much like permitting a boy to com- 
plete his university course, and then 
taking him home before he receives 
his diploma." 

And then Colonel Galllard said some 
things ubout Mr. Taft's efforts to put 
into effect that clause last January, 
which must have made the ex-prusl- 
deut's ears tingle a bit 

"The Culebra cut Is like a three-ring 
circus. 1 don't know which way to 
look," said one visitor to the zone. 

It Is indeed a scene of wonderful ac- 
tivity. Giant steam shovels are scat- 
tered through it, scooping up enor- 
mous inusseB of rock and earth; on 
half a dozen trackB on as many dif- 
ferent levels snorting and pulllug loco- 
motives are swiftly drawing loaded or 
empty dirt trains; along the ledges 
are batteries of Bteam and com- 
pressed air drills, making holes for 
dynamite; suddenly there 1s a toot- 
tooting of u steam whistle, a hundred 
men scurry to shelter, and a dynamite 
blast fills the air with sound und dirt 
and rucks. 

Watching tho steam shovels is a fa- 
vorite occupation of visitors who ven- 
ture down into tho Culebra cut. They 
seem almost human, and do a vast 
amount of work. Their dippers hold 
live cubic yards of material, weigh- 
ing on an average u little more than 
three tons This spoil is emptied Into 
ears of several kinds Flat ears with 
mo high side are unloaded by plows 
that are drawn tbe length of the train 
by cables upon a winding drum Tbe 
others are dump cars, the largest of 
which are operated by compressed air 
from the locomotive. The trains Paul 
the spoil from the cut to dumping 
grounds, which ou an average are 
about 12 miles distant. Some 18,000.- 
nou cubic yards of ibis material was 
used as tilling ft r tbe long breakwa- 
ter at the i'acitlc entrance.

FRENCH FAMILY DINNERS. 

People Who Eat Sensibly and Make 
the Most of Their Food. 

A typical French dinner— not an ex- 
ceptional one, mark you. but such a 
dinner as a small tradesman's family 
would have— Is Incomparably superior 
to tlie plain roast, dinner. 

There would Ik;, llrst of nil, n few 
relishes, according to the season of the 
year. Radishes, lco cold; sardines, 
olives, caviare. Just a little of each with 
which to awaken the appetite, then 
the soup to excite gently the liquids of 
the throat and stomach, then a little 
entree— usually a hit of fish with its 
appropriate vegetable, or a handful of 
vegetables flavored with meat sauce 
Then, and not till then, does the chief 
course appear. 

It may lie a roast, or game, or chick- 
en. or chops, hut In no case will it ho 
anything which la not In harmony 
with tlie previous courses and It will 
be eaten In moderation, for the edge 
of the diner’s ap|>etltc will have been 
dulled by the lighter foods which have 
preceded It. With It comes the salad 
—varied throughout the yenr by all 
the possible changes of the season, nnd 
never, never by any possibility will It 
t>e snob a dreadful hybrid as the n> 
mnlne, strawberry nnd green |>ep[>er 
thing. After the salad there will bo 
fruit or mellow cheese, and then eof 
fee. 

It will take two hours to eat such a 
dinner, but tt will take only half what 
the typical American dlnuer costs to 
pay for it and there will be no lndl 
gestlon afterward no matter of what 
the dinner Is composed.— Princess nns 
aau In’ an Interview by Louise Klee In 
tin* Dellnentor.

ON THE FARM

If dead and unsightly limbs have not 
been taken off the trees, now Is a good 
time to do so. 

Do not throw old paint cans where 
cattle cun lick them. The lead is death 
to cow s. 

l’lum trees set from sixteen to twenty 
feet apart will need good, vigorous prun- 
ing to keep them in bounds iu later years. 

Cull out and market cockerels of early 
hatches as soon as possible, giving time, 
room and feed to the remaining pullets. 
Cull for quality. 

Soil is not a dead, inert sut>„\S t«- « - i 
many suppose. It is an ai . #*,! jq 
force, full of energy and powei, •> dintne ! 
farmer should know his soil if lie would 
maintain its productiveness. 

Cluhroot on cabbage and cauliflower 
has been successfully treated with linn, 
the amount applied varying according to 
the acidity of the soil, but it is safe to 
; put on a heavy coating of lime at the time 
of plowing anil work it into the soil. 

A horse should be checked up when 
driven. If properly done, it is not pain- 
ful lint helpful, but when the neck is 
lifted beyond its natural, well-elevated 
pose, tiie driver should be sent to jail. 
A horse’s head has no business where his 
tail ought to lie, and the tail ought to be 
where It belongs — not cut off. 

Cockerels of merit, which you may 
have raised or purchased for next season's 
breeding purposes, should be conliued to- 
gether in a yard away from the liens ami 
pullets. They will tight at llrst, lint after 
a time they will have it out and will get 
along together peacefully. 

Stirring the soil is equivalent to fertili- 
zation, and deep stirring is equivalent to 
heavy fertilization. Available plant food 
compounds are iu the soil to greater deptli 
1 than the plow Is ever run. Some of the 
unavailable compounds are made available 
by turning them up to the surface for 
weathering. 

Capons bring the highest prices from 
January to May each year. The larger 
the capons the higher the price per pound- 
For this reason it rarely pays to market 
capons before they are !• to 12 mouths old. 
Naturally the larger breeds, such as the 
Uratunas, Orpingtons, 1'lymoulh Hocks 
and similar varieties, make the best ta- 
pous. 

A shoemaker who realized that the con- 
tluiug work was eating into ids constitu- 
tion, with a w ife and six children, bought 
two and a half acres of virgin laud in 
Maine, has made a good liviug, educated 
his childreu, paid for his laud aud has a 
comfortable bank account, all from the 
little patch of a farm, lie has raised 
rhubarb, strawberries, raspberries, cur- 
rauts, gooseberries aud plums. 

The daily ratiou of silage for a dairy 
cow is from thirty to forty pounds when 
fed with other fodders; w lieu lliele is 
some grass available thirty pounds per 
day is ample. Sheep w ill eat as much as 
three pouuds a day It is advisable to 
give horses small quantities only of silage ; 
otherwise there may be trouble from 
stomach derangements. Limit the 
amount fed to a few pouuds per day 
Figs and poultry will eat small quantities. 


No other crop will bring in better re- 
turns In the Northern States for the time 
It occupies the ground than buckwheat 
It is put in after the other crops have 
been planted and are growing. It is the 
best grain to raise to subdue a patch of 
troublesome weeds and to starve out 
worms in the soli. It comes handy to 
sow on vacant pieces of ground which 
have been left because too late to be sown 
to some other crop. It is a vain ible crop 
to plow unflor to enrice the soil aud give 
humus. 

It must be remembered that all good 
crops must be cultivated every year. 
Grape vines, berry bushes and other sim- 
ilar plants, allowed to stand iu grass and 
weeds all summer, will not give good re- 
sults. Each fall or early winter the top 
soil is to be covered with manure, orsome 
kind of trash, to act as a winter and spring 
covering or tnulch. In the spring this 
covering is to be plowed under, aud with 
fi t q ent spring aud summer cult it ation it 
is well worked into the surface soil.

jly a little more than $G00 a year, he is 
1 ,.t Hie end of it in very much belter shape 
Usually than the city artisan or clerk who 
may make a nominal $1000 or $1200 a 
year. Most of the fanner’s income lias 
been reinvested iu the furm; while the 
the urban dweller’s Income lias gone f< r 
car fare, tiieater tickets and the innumer- 
able needs of city life, in addition to the 
cost of food, clothes and shelter. The 
farmer is or may become economical with 
scarcely au effort, while the urban dwellt r 
with a family and an income of $1000 a 
year must be made of heroic material to 
save for the proverbial rainy day.

chances that such a force would have 
of finding sustenance. Then little 
groups of soldiers have been started 
from various possible landing places 
with Instructions to make their way 
as swiftly as possible to given points 
along the canal, mapping the country 
they traverse. In order to determine 
what an enemy could do. 

The result of this work of Investiga- 
tion so far, briefly and wholly unoffi- 
cially stated. Is that the shores of the 
Atlantic ocean, within a good many 
miles of the zone, are impracticable 
for a landing force because of the na- 
ture of the country; that a landing 
could be made easily on the Pacific 
aide some distance west of the zone, 
but between there and the canal the 
Jungle is so dense as to be virtually 
Impassable; that the dangerous dis- 
trict is that lying Immediately east of 
the zone on the Pacific side. On the 
lost mentioned Bhores an enemy could 
well land an army, and the semi-open, 
rolling savannas between there and 
the canal would give easy access to 
the ‘zone. 

The army officers on the Isthmus 
make no secret of the fact that their 
Investigations are being carried on 
mainly with the Japanese In mind. 
How those islanders could land there 
and what they could do If they did 
land are the problems engaging the 
attention of Colonel Greene and his 
men of tho Tenth. 

One defensive measure that has 
been adopted Is the clearing out of 
practically all inhabitants from the 
zone, except at the ends of the canal 
and In several of the larger towns, 
which, as I have said, may be kept as 
quarters for the soldiers. All holdings 
of land are being valued by a mixed 
commission and the residents moved 
away. When the canal is completed 
the jungle, much of which has been 
cleared out, will be allowed to grow up 
again, for the experience of centuries 
has shown that that Jungle Itself Is a 
powerful defense against an Invading 
army. The practicable roads through 
It are few and far between, the 
streams not navigable, and the growth 
of trees, brush and great vines Bo 
dense that It Is virtually Impassable 
for a body of men, to say nothing of 
cannon and supply wagons. A rapid 
dash through the Jungle would be en- 
tlr«4y out of the question, and when 
the zone Is deserted all food supplies 
will have disappeared. 

Borne fear has been expressed that 
a few men could land, make their way 
quietly to the canal and blow up the 
locks. Hut it seems unlikely that they 
could get ashore and transport to the 
canal, undetected, enough explosives 
to do any great damage. 

On the whole, the canal will be quite 
adequately protected — provided It Is 
not attacked too soon

Good Fertilizer for Fern*. 

Nitrate of soda dissolved lu water 
should be given to ferns that are small 
or weak, but do not make the propor- 
tion of nitrate more than one-quarter 
of an ounce to the gallon, but large 
plants, and those of vigorous growth 
should be watered with a solution lo 
proportion of one-half an ouuoe of 
ultrate to the gallon. Apply about 
every ten days. Soot and salt mm ateo 
good.

Take no weeds to the compost heap 
that have seeds, but dispose of them by 
burning. 

The first thing uecessary In cleaning 
dnlry utensils Is to wash them as soon as 
possible after use 

The best supplement to pastures Is a 
supply of good ensilage put up the pre- 
vious autumn. 

Every advantage that we give the calf 
at an early age makes for the development 
of a strong and healthy dairy animal. 

Pullets are the best layers. Old hens 
bring down the egg record. Sell off the 
old hens to make room for the maturing 
pullets. 

In making silage of any of the legumes, 
It Is better to mix corn with it. A cer- 
tain amount of grain alcohol seems neces- 
sary to the best keeping and feeding qual- 
ities. 

High class butter is not entirely due to 
the excellence of the cow but to the intel- 
ligence and management of the dairyman 
who attends and looks arter everything 
necessary to produce a good product. 

Are you keeping poultry for profit, 
either In large or small quantities? No 
matter if you keep only a dozen liens ; are 
they paying you a profit, over aud above 
their keep and eggs and poultry used in 
your own family? If uot, can you explain 
why not? For poultry properly kept pays 
the best of any domestic animals. 

When the Incubating season closes, all 
the males of the (lock may be marketed or 
otherwise disposed of. They are no 
longer necessary. Never keep the same 
males in the flock from year to year, since 
unbreeding and weakness will result. 

Dairy cows are still scarce and high. 
Those who are anxious to go into the 
dairy business or keep more cows on the 
farm for the home milk supply have diffi- 
culty lu finding desirable animals for sale. 
In fact, those who have good milk pro- 
ducers are reluctant to sell for the simple, 
reason that the cows are profitable. The 
best way to get good cows is to raise 
them. 

The moltiug of birds Is the sheddiug of 
the old coat of feathers and the growing 
of a new coat. This lakes place with 
chickens during their second year, and 
frequently with real early hatched chick- : 
ens. The molting season usually begins 1 
in August aud runs through September, 
October and a part of November. With 
some individuals under special conditions 
the new coat of feathers is not fully 
grown till after the beginning of freezing 
weather. It should he the aim, if possible j 
to have the molt fully over before the be- 
ginning of cold weather, aud all the liens 
have settled down to layiug. 

It will surprise most dairymen to learn 
that carefully kept cows are given four or 
five ounces of salt each dally mixed with 
their feed. They eat their food better 
' and the owner thinks they do better when 
given this amount than when the allow- 
ance is smaller. The cows are fed three 
times a day, and the salt is divided among 
the three feeds. Flue table salt is invari- 
ably used. 

Up in Somerset county, Maine, there is 
a man who woke up, a couple of years 
ago, and wondered if he could not raise 
some w heat and turn it into money some 
better way than by selling it to grain deal- 
ers. He believed he could, and he planted 
six acres, lie got a tine crop, and lie sold 
It in the form of fresh eggs. His hens 
saved him the necessity of threshing, and 
made It easier for him to market his new- 
laid eggs tliau it would have been to sell 
the w heat. Dollar w heat is a pretty good 
proposition, to sell threshed aud bagged. 
But If it uecd not be threshed and bagged 
nor hauled to market, why is it uot a much 
better proposition? This is Aliy it Is so 
profitable to raise w heat In New Ktiplaud.

When Uncle Sam took hold of the 
big job he had the benefit of the ex- 
perience of the French in this as In 
other respects, and though ho tried 
a few experiments in the labor field 
on his own account, It was soon de- 
termined that the actual digging could 
bo done best by negroes. Now there 
are two Islands In the West Indies, 
both British possessions, which are 
overflowing with workmen — Jamaica 
and Barbados. To these islands agents 
were sent, and soon the colored men 
began to arrive on the Isthmus, ship- 
load after shipload. Many of them 
brought their wiveB and children and 
have become a part of tho permanent 
population of Panama. 

One other source of labor was 
drawn upon largely, the north of 
Spain. There the agents of the com- 
mission found a race of men hardy, 
eager for work and more intelligent 
than the negroes. A large number of 
them were brought over, and though 
for a time they were troublesome by 
reason of their disposition to engage 
In bloody quarrels among themselves, 
after several had been locked up by 
the Zone police they learned to be- 
have more like civilized beings. 
These Spaniards do not mix with the 
negroes, either In work or socially. 
They have their own camps and 
messes. The stewards and cooks at 
these messes are Europeans and the 
Spaniards get better meals than the 
negroes. The food is adapted to 
their national taste and they receive 
wine several times a week. For this 
they pay 40 cents a day — 10 cents 
more than the colored men pay. The 
Spaniards are considered the best 
common workmen In the sone. 

The day laborer on the canal, as a 
general thing, uses the pick and 
shovel and does work that calls for 
no especial skill. But this is not true 
of all of them. There ts a higher 
grade In which the men do such work 
as the riveting on the great lock 
gates and the operating of the busy 
batteries of steam and compressed 
air drills that bore the holes for the 
dynamite blasting. Many negroes 
who have been on the job for years 
have graduated up to these better 
positions. 

Above them are the bosses of 
gangs, the conductors of dirt trains, 
the foremen of dynamite crews, men 
who bold similar jobs, and they are 
almost invariably white m»n because 
such positions require more Independ- 
ence, reliability and Intelligence. 
Up another grade and you come to 
the superintending, drafting and de- 
signing engineers. These are men 
from the states with technical educa- 
tion, initiative and often great Inven- 
tive genius. To the latter are due a 
number of most Ingenious machines 
designed to cope with new conditions 
and to expedite the work. 

The negro laborer from Jamaica or 
Barbados is a Joy forever. He Is in- 
ordinately proud of his British citizen- 
ship. and with some reason, for the 
British government looks carefully 
after his welfare in such a case as 
this, the terms of his contract being 
supervised, his health guarded and 
bis return, if he desires to return, 
provided for. The Jamaicans are the 
more Intelligent of the two classes.

and often have considerable educa- 
tion. The best of them have found 
positions as clerks, stewards and the 
like. The Barbadians are in the main 
densely Ignorant, but they are a 
happy lot and as they stream away 
from the canal to their quarters in 
the evening they sing, frolic and play 
practical Jokes as though they had 
not Just completed a day of back- 
breaking labor. They receive an aver- 
age of f 30 a month, their meals cost 
them 30 cents a day and their living 
quarters almost nothing unless they 
prefer to rent rooms from outsiders. 
Then they get the worst of it, for 
rentals for ordinary rooms, without 
furniture and conveniences, are ex- 
orbitant. The barracks for laborers 
provided by the commission are fitted 
| with several tiers of bunks made of 
canvas slung on iron frames. At reg- 
ular Intervals these are taken down 
and boiled, and such other Banltary 
: measures as are necessary are car- 
1 ried out with regularity und pre- 
cision. 

If tho laborer is Injured or falls ill, 
there Is a dispensary and a doctor 
close at hand, and If the case is at 
all serious the patient Is sent to the 
hospital at Ancon or Colon. There 
ho receives free as skilful treatment 
as money could buy, and there ho Is 
kept until he recovers or mes. 

There Is Intense rivalry between 
the Jamaican and the “Bajlan,'' for 
each believes firmly that his island 
Is bigger and better than the other’s, 
and, incidentally, both believe that 
both Jamaica and Barbados aro larger 
than Cuba. Their looks of dismay 
when shown a map of tho West In- 
dies are comical to behold. 

Two things these negroes are ex- 
tremely fond of — religion and rum. 
And both are rather disastrous to 
many of them. Tho Insane asylum 
whose bulldingB straggle up one slope 
of Ancon hill is full of them, and 
acordlng to the doctors most of them 
have been brought there by either 
rum or religion. Every evening in 
the streets of Panama may be en- 
countered large groups of negroes, 
listening to the exhortations of somo 
leader, often a woman, and singing 
' with fervor the hymns she Intones 
for them. On other corners are de- 
tachments of the Salvation Army, 
working with equal enthusiasm. And 
In the living quarters and the hos- 
pitals groups will surround some 
amateur pastor who preaches to them 
and prays for them. In these ways, 

| when they are not drinking, the ne- 
groes spend much of their leisure 
time, and as they are impressionable 
and excitable and Ignorant, the re- 
sults are not always good. 

Pay day In the zone furnishes 
some interesting scenes. The pay 
car traverses the railway and at each 
labor camp or town a long line of 
negroes files through it. Each man 
must present his pay check and 
Identification tag with one hand and 
In the other hold his hat or cap. Into 
the latter the cashier shoves the sil- 
ver coIiib that make up the work- 
man's monthly stipend. The process 
Is extraordinarily rapid, as It muBt 
be for there are many thousands of 
laborers to be paid. 

Up near the summit of Ancon hill 
is a large patch of ground where no 
vegetation ever grows. According to 
the legend, an Indian maiden sat 
there centuries ago and wept bitterly 
for the fate of her countrymen whom 
she could see far below toiling under 
the lashes of the cruel Spaniards. Her 
salt tears flowed down the hillside 
and so impregnated the soli that 
henceforth no vegetation could exist 
there. If any maiden from Jamaica 
or Barbados ever sits up there, she 
need not weep over the lot of her fel- 
low-islanders. Indeed, her smiles at 
their happy condition might well re- 
store that bit of land to its pristine 
fertility. Her husband, father or 
brother Is earning more than he ever 
did before, Is living better, and when 
he returns to his island home may 
have saved up enough to loaf for a 
long time under the shade of the 
sheltering palm. 

So the real diggers of the canal, 
though unbonored and unsung, are 
well paid, well fed aud well housed. 
In their degree they are as fortunate 
as any others who have found emr 
ploy meal In the zonei
